Report 


A grand jury investigation of tho 


alleged liquor traffic on Madison's 
west side, particularly the district 
known as Grenebnsb, may 
follow 


the calling of "that body when the 
special term of U. S. district court 
opens,iere-lha-.fltst.Tnesday.in .Oc- 
tober; -federal official* intimated oil 
Friday. Just what form the probe 
will take is not known. 


It is known, however, that federal 


officials at present have in their cus- 
tody at least three foreigners, whose 
homes are on the west side. All 
three men, said to be Italians, have 
been given a preliminary' hearing 
and bound over under bail to the 
grand jury. .At least one other per- 
son, a Madison colored man, is being 
held for a jury investigation. All 
four'men are charced with liquor 
law violations*. 


Testimony, which the jury 
will 


hear from these men during their 
trial, may lead to a search for the 
source of liquor. Past grand juries 
have made it a special task to dis- 
cover and eliminate the source of 
trouble. 
Though raids have been 


made on the west side several times 
in the past year or two, little booze 
has been located. 
Officials 
have 


been unable to find much evidence 
of manufacture in their, raids, de- 
spite the fact that men have been 
arrested time, after time in an in- 
toxicated condition as they left some 
Greenbush home. Last fall, federal 
officers arrested a Madison boy as 
he stepped into his waiting automo- 
bile with a pint bottle of liquor in 
his hand. The liquor was taken as 
evidence. 


The sitting of a grand jury in 


Madison this faU was practically as- 
sured today by several officials. The 
chief reason why Madisor has not 
had one during the past four years 
was because the U. S. district attor- 
ney, formerly A. C. Wolfe, made his 
home in La Crosse. The jury sit- 
tings were held either in La Crosse, 
Eau Claire or Superior.

A great 
deal of effort is being put forth in 
an attempt to secure a better system 
of marketing, an effort worthy of 
those engaged in it, but the one fac- 
tor absolutely necessary to the suc- 
cessful marketing of cheese is the 
production of quality goods with a 
minimum of inferior grades. 


"When under war time conditions, 


cheese was" selling for thirty cents 
and above, and the 
demand 
for 


cheese was so great that almost any- 
thing in the shape of cheese coulc 
find ready sale, when farmers' cans 
were old or msty or open seamed 
altogether unfit for the handling of 
milk, a general let-alone, free-and- 
go-easy, let-down-the-bars policy by 
all concerned in the industry pre- 
vailed.

The Federal Reserve Autocracy 


Senators Hold That System is Being Manipulated in the In- 


terests of Wall Street 


i rIGOROUS attacks on the Federal reserve banking system 
V 
will be the order of the day in the Senate unless Penrose 


und other members of the "Old Guard" succeed in their plan to 
ko«?p the upper body of Congress in almost constant recess for 
the next six weeks. The "agricultural bloc" in the Senate has 
tentatively agreed to Introduce several amendments drastically 
curbing the present autocratic powers of the governing board 
of th« Federal reserve system and the standpatters want to block 
any change without having to go on record through a roll call. 


Committee control and the cloture is so perfected in the 


House that there is no chance for radical legislation to be dis 
cussed, much less acted upon, but there is unlimited debate on 
the Senate side and the Administration is very anxious to muffle 
eren verbal assaults. 


Complaints over the arbitrary and injurious operations of 


the Federal Reserve board is coming to Washington from all 
parts of the country, particularly the agricultural districts, and 
both Republcan and Democratic Senators and Representatives 
from farmer constituencies are demanding the rate of rediscount 
be lowered and that the board be shorn of its autocratic powers 
over American industry. 


Senator Smith of South Carolina told the Senate Friday 


that he Intends to Introduce an amendment to the Federal Re- 
serve act requiring, whenever there is any reserve in excess of 
the legal requirements, that the rate of rediscount shall be low- 
ered accordingly; and he also declared that "the time has come 
when we should stilt further amend the Federal Reserve act and 
by law require that the board of governers of the Federal Re- 
serve system shall be composed in part of men other than bank- 
ers and not men who come solely from the ranks of commercial 
bankers." 


Senator Smith's attack on the Federal Reserve system was 


almost as vitriolic as that of Heflin of Alabama, who, a week ago 
asserted "the Federal Reserve board jumps every time Walt 
Street crooks its little finger." Smith presented figures showing 
that the Federal Reserve banks on June 22, 1921, had total re- 
serves of $2,620,005,000, or $970,231,000 in excess of their legal 
requirements. 


"The Federal Reserve banks have nearly one billion dollars 


of unused gold," declared Smith, "while senators have received 
letters from every part of the country to the effect that the 
banks are being asked to liquidate their loans to force agricul- 
tural products on the market at bankrupt prices, with a high 
rate of rediscount. The Senate should investigate this matter. 
We should not sit here and turn over the vital interests of the 
country to the men who seem not to understand that we enacted 
the Federal Reserve law to meet just such an emergency as the 
present and that the Federal Reserve banks should meet it." 


Senator Tom Watson alteo assailed the Federal reserve sys- 


tem in a speech before a great gathering of Georgia farmers 
when he quoted figures from John Skelton Williams, former 
comptroller of the treasury, to prove that the Federal Reserve 
system had for the past ten months "waged war against Amer- 
ican business as ruthless, frightful • and destructive as that the 
Germans conducted on land and on sea." He said the destruction 
of values caused by the arbitrary contraction of currency by the 
orders of the Federal Reserve board witho»t notice and without 
warning had amounted to approximately 31 billion dollars. 


Senator Ladd of North Dakota holds similar views and 


plans a thorough expose of the workings of the Federal Reserve 
system In the near future. Senator Ladd declares the Federal 
Reserve system was deliberately used to "deflate" the price of 
farm products and he holds that there can be no great improve- 
ment In economic conditions for the mass of the people until they 
control the currency system as has been done in his own state 
where the Bank of North Dakota, a great institution owned by 
the commonwealth and managed by elective officials, is run for 
the purpose of improving the welfare of the many instead of 
benefltting the privileged few. Senator Ladd declares the Fed- 
eral reserve system "Is a system of, by and for the bankers" and 
thai no relief may be expected until this condition is changed.

MERICAN .warships are rushed to Tampico to "safeguard 
American interests," after the American oil corporations 


hav« deliberately flouted the laws of Mexico on a gigantic scale. 


This is the explanation given today by Geo. F. Weeks, di- 


rector of the Mexican government's information bureau at 
Washington, of the reported labor disturbances in the Tampico 
oil district. 


"Mexican law has for years past required that every em- 


ployer five at least three months notice or three months pay to 
any employe dismissed from Its services," said Weeks. "This 
law Is administered through industral arbitration boards, which 
have uniformly held, whether for Mexican or American em- 
ployes, that the employer must give the required notice or pay 
the three months" wages in advance. 


TJnder Diaz, the law required only one month's notice or 


one month's pay, and it applied only to workers hiring out by the 
month or the year. The Guggcnheims evaded it by employing 
their labor onfy by the day. Then, after Carranza became pres- 
ident, the law was changed to cover all workers regularly em- 
ployed, and to give them ninety days' protection.
